" So far as I can make out, the oi>ern- 
tiou is one for which Hildyard and the 
troops deserve much credit. The rail- 
way i« now open to Frere." 

Durban, Nov. 20.— Latest reports of 
Gen. Hildyard's Iosmcs at the Beacon 
Hill engagement show 15 men killed and 
72 wounded. The West Yorkshire Regi- 
ment suffered heavily.

from Messrs. Fell & Gregory, addressed 
to lion. Sir Louis Dnvies on the su.0- 
ject. 

Mir: Referring to our letter of the 28th 
November, 1808, ami your reply to same, 
dated tilth December, lHlis, and further re- 
ply 25tli January, 1801), we have the honor 
to advise you that the city of Victoria are 
again proposing to deal with this matter, 
acting In conjunction with the B. C. Elec- 
trlc Company, and propose to put addition-

After some further •discussion on tho 
second clause the report was adopted in 
its entirety. 

The old meu's home committee report- 
ed that more accommodation was neces- 
sary In the home premises as there was 
but very little room at ithe disposal of 
the inmates. 

The Mayor stated that he had con- 
sulted with Dr. Fraser on the subject, 
who said that it was absolutely necessary 
to have more accommodation, tie sug- 
gested that a smnli house in the vicinity 
he rented for the purpose. Referred to 
the home committee. 

The water commissioner, .(as. L. Ray- 
mur, reported regarding the petition of 
1>. H. Kate and others for an extension 
of the water main to Bnrouet street. The 
estimated cost of a threo-uieli pipe if 
taken from Richmond avenue by way 
of heighten rood, was $440; from Oak 
Hay avenue via H til ton street, $435. Re- 
ferred to the water committee. 

Assessor N'nrthcotl reported regarding 
the petition dealing with the Chilliwaek 
railway project, signed by Lion. 10. <1. 
Prior and others, thai there were in all 
— li i signatures on the petition, represent 
lag properly to the amount of !j>2,r»U0,lSII, 
this being in excess of one-tenth of the 
total of the assessed property in the city. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from the city electrician. Mr. 
Hutchison, addressed to the chairman of 
the electric light committee: 

Hear Slr:\Vlth reference tn vacancy hi 
the Bluff of the lighting station, viz., the 
positlou of Qrenian. I would respectfully 
draw attention to the fact that the posi- 
tion Is an important one nnd that in select- 
ing a man there Is a good deal to be i - 

sldered. It Is Important that the fireman 
should not only he fully capable of tnklug 
care of the boilers and attachments, but lie 
should be able to assist In engine or dynamo 
room In cases of emergency. The man at 
present engaged temporarily (Mr. Ed. VI- 
pond), is a good man for the position, and 
I would be pleased to have him appointed 
permanently, as his past experience In 
running electric light engines, etc., may 
prove a great convenience la ease of ab- 
seil if other members of the stair. I also 

desire to point out that owing to bad 
weather encountered for some weeks hack 
necessitated an almost continuous run of 
plant. The fireman has In consequence 
been nun bio to give the usual amount or 
time to lamp repairs. We are short of 
spare lamps, .and although I am aware that 
some lamps on the circuits are not In good 
operative condition, I fully expected to be 
able to replace them by new ones ordered, 
long ere this. With reference to the work of 
the foremnn. he lias more work tlsan he can 
<> properly, and I would recommend that lu- 
be relieved of tho work or takinir care or 
horse and lnicgv, as the following state- 
ment of his day's work shows the neces- 
sity of the chnnge: Trim til lamps, nllowing 
8 minutes to each, 8 hours; i_ hour at stable 
in morning. 1 hour at noon, 1 hour ' nl 
stable ia evenlmr; making 111 all 10V4 hours 
per day. The difficulty now Is that at tills 
time of year there Is onlv about 10 hours 
elapse between shut down or plant in 
morning and start up in evening, so that if 
a lamp becomes defective there is no time 
to brine It In and make a chnnge. as all 
available time is taken nn. This to mv 
mind accounts for infective lamps In some 
cases remaining unchanged for a time. He 
trouble experienced on elrcn'ls from storm 
on Satiirdnv evening list. I am of the 
on In ion that tho facts of th" ease should be 
communicated to the council board, as some 
one has seen lit te air them* "Ives In th" 
press in a manner most misleading and un- 
reasonable. The facts are simple. Dynamos 
oneratlnc east section of cltv started dash 
ing nt 0:45 p.m.; at 7 p.m flashing became 
severe, endnntrerine new dynamos.

Aid. Humphrey slated that in record 
to certain complaints uncut the lighting 
of Victoria lie nnd information to show 
Mint this city was well lighted on a 
cheaper basis than any other city in Am- 
erica. 

Aid. Cameron vtns of the opinion thnl 
Victoria was lighted altogether ton 
cheaply, and should he improved in this 
respect. He moved that the report he 
referred tn the electric light commit Ire 
and thai they ascertain the best means of 
improving the service. 

In seconding the .notion Aid. Beck- 
with concurred with Aid. Cameron ill 
his remarks, dealing with the urgent ne- 
cessity for improved lighting. Mr 
thought the council should make the ap 
point ment suggested in the report as 
soon as possible. 

Aid. Brydon said (he matter of appoint- 
ing applicants to positions in dealing 
with the electric lighting should be left 
in tho hands of tho foreman, who surely 
should he in a position to s:iy who was 
capable of filling the position. 

Aid. Cameron was of the opinion that 
there might be other applicants for tho 
position who considered thai they had n 
prior claim. 

The Mayor suggested thai the report 
be referred to the electric lighting com 
mittee for report, and thai the temporary 
man he retained a shnrl lime longer. 

After some further talk il was de- 
cided to refer the mailer to the lighting 
committee for report. Aid. Williams sug- 
gesting that the committee "take in the 
electric light" at the Fountain, which

was always troubled with something or 
other. 

A communication was received from 
Jos. Wilson, executor of the Erb estate, 
asking for a sewer to be laid from 
King's road to Hillside avenue. Refer- 
red to the city engineer. 

A petition was received from Capt. 
Gatldill and others asking that a side- 
walk he laid on the north side of Crnig- 
Qower road, instead of on the south side, 
as contemplated. 

Aid. Kinsman stated that the council 
should first make sure that the majority 
of the people of Victoria West desired 
the change, before revoking the former 
resolution on the matter. 

After some further discussion the pe- 
tition was referred to the city engineer 
und carpenter. _ 

The liuiuico committee reported that 
the accounts for the month amounted to 
$-1,381.40 and suggested the appropria- 
tion of the sum by the council, for pay- 
ment. Received and adopted. 

The city engineer then reported on tho 
contemplated paving of Yates street be- 
tween Gbvernineht 'and Douglas and 
Broad street between Vales and Fort 
street. In this connection came a state- 
ment from the assessor giving in detail 
the various assessments on property 
hounding on these two streets. Received 
and adopted. 

Aid. Beckwith's resolution was then 
rend, advocating the removal of the side- 
walks on Catherine and Laugt'ord 
streets, at the crossing of Craigllowor 
road; also the repairing of .Mary and 
Skinner streets, filling in I he holes with 
gravel. 

The Mayor staled thai to make these 
repairs on streets which were closed, 
would he simply adopting a dangerous 
precedent. 

Aid. Humphrey said there was no 
Craigllowor road, and was nol In favor 
of either making the proposed improve- 
ments or removing the sidewalk. In 
1888 an act was passed empowering the 
council to close roads. 

Solicitor Mason being referred to. said 
thnl as St. Mary sttvt and Skinner 
streets were closed, the city certainly 
could not make the repairs. 

Aid. Beckwith remarked that the 
streets in question were continuous city 
streets nnd the repairs on them would 
not necessarily be repairs to Craigflower 
road. If in the opinion of the council il 
was not advisable to lill in the danger- 
ous holes with gravel lie was willing to 
have that portion of the resolution re- 
ferring to them left out — although some 
day some poor unfortunate might break 
his neck through them. 

Aid. Cameron said that the question of 
the ownership of these two streets had 
not been decided, and he was not in 
favor of making these repairs. He was. 
however in favor of removing the side- 
walk referred to in the resolution. 

Aid. MacGregor said that it would be 
childish on the pari of the council to 
take up the sidewalk now, and they 
should hack up their former action by 
not doing so. The residents in that 
locality find a good road and he was 
decidedly against the resolution. 

On motion of Aid. Brydon the resolu 
tion was amended by striking out that 
portion advocating repairs to St. Mary 
and Skinner streets. 

Aid. Hayward suggested that the side- 
walk be taken up and a gravel walk 
substituted, but the Mayor stated that 
such a course would he equivalent to tin 
council acknowledging that Craigflower 
road was a public road. 

After further discussion the motion 
was passed as amended by Aid. Brydon 

Aid. Beckwith's second resolution sug 
gosling that a recommendation be made 
to the incoming council, to erect a lire- 
hall in Victoria West, with adequate 
equipment, was then read. 

Aid. Stewnri was of the opinion that 
a tire hall in Victoria West was a long 
felt want, and should necessarily meet 
the earnest consideration of the incoming; 
council. The resolution was finally car 
tied and the council adjourned.

United States Suggests Changes 
Form of 'Treaty Submitted by 
Other 'Two Powers. 

Washington. Nov. 27. — The United 
Stales has declined to accept the agree- 
ment as to the iiamoan question reached 
by Croat Britain and Germany.

Philadelphia, Nov. 27.— 'The British 
ship Centurion, dipt.

FINE PLAY IN COOD HANDS. 

Mr. Edwin II. Mayo and His Company 
(Jive a Scholarly Rendition of 
" Pudd'nhead Wilson." 

Mr. Edwin II. Mayo and his very 
capable company of players presented 
.Mark Twain's quaint yet forceful com- 
edy-drama of " Pudd'nhead Wilson " nt 
the Victoria yesterday evening, in such 
a manner as lo call for expressions of 
admiration only. It was not the same 
company seen in the play last year, but 
it was an organization in no way inferior. 

Indeed the "Chambers" of Manifee 
Johnstone and the " York Driscoll " of 
Edwin Nalod are distinct improvements, 
while the " Rowey " of Florida Frances 
t'ier is n very tasteful bit of ingenue 
work, and the " IToxey " of Frances Gra- 
ham Mayo u very thorough, strong and 
well studied bit of character acting. 

Mr. Mayo's three great scenes — the one 
in which bus faith in the science to 
which he has devoted his life's study, is 
for the first time shaken; the one in 
which he thinks out the perplexities of 
his tirst case over bis morning coffee; 
and the trial itself, in which he sets 
aright the misconceptions of a quarter 
century — were magnificently acted, his 
face, bis hands, his every muscle and 
position being called upon to portray the 
changing phases of feeling dominating 
the man. 

Unfortunately such high art in dra- 
matic portrayal is something with which 
Victorians are but little acquuinted; and 
there were some present— and not in the 
gallery alone— who appeared to lind more 
pleasure in the broad caricature of Wil- 
liam R, McKay's " Sheriff Blake." with 
his official demand for " ordnli in de 
cote "— than in watching Mr. Mayo's 
magnificent play of expression leading 
through nil the phases of surprise, aston- 
ishment, consternation, despair and 
agony, when " I'udd'nhead " believes bis 
thumb-glasses have belied his trust in 
ihcm. ami his one mighty outburst of 
pent-up, passionate grief, gives place to 
collapse under the intensity of the strain. 

1 1 is in this picturing of the tragedy of 
a gentle scholar's life that Mr. Mayo' the 
younger rises to n plane of histrionic 
superiority unnpproached by his languid 
talented father, who may perhaps have 
excelled him slightly in the interpretation 
of the true comedy side of t lie loveable 
character -the side that appeals to those 
satisfied with but a surface rendering. 

Frances Lira haine Mayo's Roxic is on 
the whole satisfying, while she does not 
as yet rise to the full height of her dra- 
matic opportunity in Iter one splendid 
scene at the ruined mill: on the other 
hand. Mr. Johnstone and Mr. Cutnpcnu 
(the "Chambers" and the "Tom Dris- 
coll ") get every atom of value out of 
their climax scene in the same high teu- 
r.ion chapter of the play. 

"Pudd'nhead Wilson" is -still present- 
ed with the most conscientious attention 
to detail and in such a manner as would 
commend the approval of the most cap- 
tious and cautious of the critics.

BIRTH OF AN ISLAND. 

Ki.ses a Hundred Feet Above Level of 
Indian Ocean Before Eyes of 
Awestruck Sailors. 

The New York Herald thus describes (he 
birth of au Island In the Indian Ocean, as 
seen by the crew of the British steamer 
Hreeoijshirc, which recently arrived nt 
Philadelphia: 

The man en lookout, according to the 
cap tu I n, ii in • ut l o'clock In the afternoon 
of September IB, saw a cloud looming up 
directly ahead. The cloud spread until the 
entire horizon ahead was obscured by a 
wall of vapor. Into which the captain did 
not dare to enter until the next morning, 
when he would have fourteen hours of day- 
light ahead of him. 

The steamer hove to, and the sailors, ter- 
rified by the unusual vapor, waited anx- 
iously for the next day to come. The 
moon came up, and by Its light the sea 
was seen to be as smooth as glass. Short- 
ly after 10 o'clock that night n booming 
sound was heard about tea miles to the 
northward. 

At the same time, borne upon the bosom 
of un Immense wave, the Breconshlre 
mounted vertically to a point nt least 
twenty feet above her former position on 
the ocean bed and lo the accompaniment 
of an Immense upheaval of water un island 
appeared to leeward where all previously 
hud heen but the sea and sky. 

The suddenness of the event almost de- 
prived the crew of (heir senses, but they 
had little time to comment on (he phen- 
omenon, being obliged to look to the safe- 
ty of the vessel. It was many anxious 
moments before that safety was assured, 
but apparently as (hough nature had ex- 
hausted herself, the sen In a few moments 
returned again to Its wonted tranquility 
and the looming clouds of vapor disap- 
peared.

He also says that the Boers 
carried away a number of their dead and 
wounded. If the enemy's loss was as 
small as the alleged despatches say, what 
was the necessity of retiring on Warren- 
ton in order to reassure the burghers? 

Warrentou is a station on the railway 
to Buluwnyo about fifty miles north of 
Kimberley. Therefore if the Boers were 
Id fall bnck upon that point they would 
have to abandon the investment of Kim- 
berley. The movement is one that, may 
take place later, and if there is such a 
despatch as is alleged it perhaps means 
thai Krnger and Jouhert, to reassure the 
burghers of the Transvaal, have ordered 
the western commandos to retire to War- 
ronton in certain contingencies, because 
that village is at the southern frontier 
of the Transvaal. Warrentou is at the 
poilll where the railway crosses the Maje- 
mnuc.hu Hills and quite possibly is the 
point selected by .Touberl for a final 
stand against Methuen's force. If ihose 
orders were given after the light at Bel- 
liumt, they were not carried out, for the 
Boers made a stand at Grnsptui and had 
ant abandoned Honingrest Kloof when 
Melhuen got there four days after the 
tight at Belmont. Iloningrest Kloof is on 
th,. line of railway about tell miles south 
nf thr Modder river.

THE WAR. 

W< do not share in the pessimistic 
views of the situation in South Africa 
now so widely published. Without in tiny 
way belittling the task which our troops 
have undertaken, we take leave to doubt 
the enemy's powers of resistance. So 
far the Boers have been having rather a 
good time. They found the country 
open in all directions and could go where 
they chose almost without interference. 
They encountered our forces at three 
points, and at only one of them, namely, 
in Northern Natal, can they be said to 
have met our regular troops. At Kim- 
berley and Mafeking our commands are 
largely made up of local men. In neither 
of these places have the Boers accom- 
plished anything of importance. They 
invested the three towns with greatly 
superior forces numerically but have not 
been tilde to capture either of them ami 
when they have been met in tight have 
been worsted. They have sent bottles 
of men down towards Pietormaritzburg. 
but. there was nothing to stop them, and 
as soon as our troops were ready to ad- 
vance there was no difficulty in opening 
the way the greater part of the distance 
to Ladysmith. Having invested Kimber- 
ley they proceeded to establish them- 
selves in Guiqualnnd West and to declare 
it formally annexed to the Free State; 
but as soon as Gen. Methuen got to work 
He ousted them from their posts south of 
the Modder river. They sent parties into 
Cape Colony from the southern border of 
the Free State and no one being present 
to> stop them, they proeeede.i for some 
distance; but Gen. Gatacre will very 
M>eedily stop all that sort of business. 

Already there is evidence that, the cam- 
paign is telling severely upon the enemy. 

in killed wounded and pris 



burghers are in many cases growing 
tired of fighting. So far from tiuticinat- 
ic a long and arduous war in which 
British Boers will take sides against a-, 
we h»>k forward to an early collapse of 
the enemy's organized resistance. Once 
The Boers are compelled to retreat from 
Mtc vicinity of Kiroberley and Lndy- 
smith, the end will not be very far off, 
h, our opinion. Those persons who 
grow pessimistic as to what the enemy 
may be able to do in the rear of our ad- 
vancing columns, credit the Boers with 
an aggressive ability far in exaggeration 
of anything they have so far displayed. 
It is the prerogative of th" Briton lo 
growl and of Die American press corres- 
pondent to criticize adversely. Inn those 
-who distinguish between news and cone 
incut will feel encouraged rather than 
otherwise at, the outlook. 

Gen. Flildyard has moved forward 
from Estcourt to Krere, which station is 
about half way to Ooleuso, or say four- 
teen miles from that point. His object 
is to cut off the enemy from Colenso, on 
which point they are said to he retiring 
.by way of Wconnn. The latter is at the 
crossing of the Bushman river about 
twenty miles northeast id' Estcourt. Co- 
lenso, Estcourt ami Wcetian an' at the 
nugles of a triangle joined by the rail- 
way, the Bushman river and a road, 
the latter extending from Weeuan to Co- 
lenso. Our troops are therefore ad- 
vancing along the railway to Colenso 
and the enemy by an ordinary road. 
Neither can go very for without coming 
in contact with the other. Without know- 
ing the strength of the Boer force at 
Colenso it is not easy to say which lias 
Una advantage in position, but with the 
railway open to Prere we would seem to 
have the best of it. 

The report that the Boers have fallen 
baok on Warrentou is based upon alleged 
despatches from Krnger and .Touberl 
round on the person of a prisoner taken 
stt Graspan. We do not accept it as 
nceurate and for several reasons. One 
■ Of them is that the despatches are said 
to have stated that the number of Boers 
lulled at Belmont was ton and the 
wounded forty. This is untrue, for we

Yesterday morning the board of arbi- 
tration which has been appointed to as- 
sess (lie right of way of the E. & N. 
railway through the Songhees Reserve 
opened proceedings. Judge Harrison is 
umpire, Air. Frank G. Richards the arbi- 
trator representing the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and Mr. Ceorge Riley acts in a 
similar capacity for uhe railway. 

The counsel in the matter are Mr. E. 
P. Davis, Q.C., for the Dominion, and 
Mr. L. P, Luxton of Messrs. Davie, 
I'ooley & Luxton, and Mr. E. V. Bod- 
well, Q.C., for the E. & N. railway. 
Deputy Attorney-General McLean 
watched the proceedings for the province 
and Mr. H. Dallas Ilclmcken, Q.C., was 
also present. 

The merits of the case were not gone 
on with yesterday, the proceedings being 
taken up in arranging preliminaries. The 
board, it was declared, will meet in the 
morning at 1L o'clock, sit till 1 o'clock, 
and then from 2:M0 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

In reply to a questiou by the umpire, 
Judge Harrison, it was stated by the 
arbitrators that at present the subject 
under discussion would be limited to the 
valuation of the 0.01 acres representing 
the actual right of way of tlie railway; 
the remaining land comprising between 
15 and 10 acres being left in abeyance 
for the present. 

On behalf of the provincial government 
Deputy Attorney-General McLean put in 
a protest just before the board adjourn- 
ed, He hud been instructed by the pro- 
vincial government, he said, to place 
their views before the board. The arbi- 
tration as he understood it, was insti- 
tuted as between the Dominion govern- 
ment and the E. & N. railway to decide 
what compensation the railway company 
was to give for the right of way ami also 
it appeared that arbitration proceedings 
were likely to ensue for a larger piece of 
land comprising from 15 to 10 acres. 
These proceedings were taken without 
regard to the provincial government, the 
Dominion not considering that the Prov- 
ince was concerned. The provincial gov- 
ernment did not agree in this view, as 
they considered they were vitally inter- 
ested in the disposition of any Indian 
reserve lands in the province. By the 
terms of union when British Columbia 
entered the Dominion, the management 
and trusteeship of the Indian lands was 
handed over to the Dominion. This pro- 
vision was in general terms, but after- 
wards in was defined more clearly in 
orders-in-council of the respective gov- 
ernments and the effect of this was that 
the province should transfer not only 
reservations existing at the time of the 
Province entering tlie Dominion but any 
other reserves that might be made from 
time to time. However, when theso 
lands ceased to be used for reserves they 
should revert to the province. Conse- 
quently the provincial government held 
that this land now under consideration 
being diverted from Indian reserve pur- 
pose to railway uses, it no longer forms 
part of the reserve, but reverts to the 
province and tlie provincial government 
has an interest in lis disposition. The 
government of British Columbia either 
by oversight or otherwise had been over- 
looked in this arbitration and had not 
been consulted by the Dominion in refer- 
ence to the reversionary interest in the 
land. 

Asked by Judge Harrison if' lie claim- 
ed something more for the province than 
its ultimate share of compensation, Mr. 
McLean replied thai he was not -prepared 
to answer that just now. He merely 
wished to enter a protest! on behalf of the 
Province against the Dominion appoint 
ing the arbitration without consulting the 
provincial government. 

Bndwell Ihnrt 
Mr. McLean should apply for an injunc- 
tion. 

Mr. McLean, however, replied that he 
would be in a position to decide later on.

A. E. McPaillips, Esq., M- P. P.: 

Dear Sir: If open confession be good 
for the soul, you must surely feel us if 
you hud enjoyed the luxury of an 
ethereal ablution so far as. your political 
conscience is concerned. l'ou were 
placed where you tire, as you have pub- 
licly acknowledged on more than one 
occasion, by the joint action of respon- 
sible Conservatives and Liberals to for- 
ward in a buslness-Mke manner the needs 
of your province in general and of your 
constituency in particular, ami not for 
the purpose of proselytizing in the inter- 
ests of any federal politician or party. 
It appears by your letter in the Colonist 
thai you have been guilty of an unblush- 
ing theft of the confidence of your sup- 
porters, and hence no dotfbt the cry id' 
your overburdened soul. You tell us 
now that the burden is too groat; 'hat 
there is not enough sap in your spine to 
pursue an independent, manly course dic- 
tated by your own convictions; that you 
teqaire the aid of the party crutch with 
which to stagger along for the balance 
of your political career; that you wish 
no longer to be a free man, but are quite 
ready to become the bond-slave of the 
dictator for the time being of the British 
Columbia section of the Conservative 
party. You in effect tell us that here- 
after your political acts and thoughts 
will be suibject to the approval of Bho 
ring and the machine; that you will 
speak or be silent, jump or be still, at 
the swish of tiie party whip; that your 
utterances will not be those of a self- 
reliant thinker, but will be the echoes by 
an automaton of the dominant mind of 
your party. You apparently need to be 
told that the doings at the shaloo re- 
eently pulled off at New Westminster 
and mndliined by a few bigoted Vancou- 
verite« have not only not strengthened 
your position in Victoria but have 
aroused the resentment of a large num- 
ber of sober-minded citizens to whom you 
owe your place in the house. 

If yon are so anxious to introduce into 
local polities the foeud issues that have 
for so long divided some (not nil) of the 
Eastern provinces, why did you not take 
the only plainly honorable course of 
summoning a meeting of your supporters 
and ascertaining their wishes in the mat- 
ter Ami if they had refused to sanc- 
tion voir conduct, would not honorable, 
resignation have 'been in order? But 
you evidently do not consider that you 
are retaining your seal under false pre- 
tences, s 

Turning to the question itself, do you 
seriously advocate that n citizen's fitness 
for a seat in the local 'house should be 
determined by his attitude on Senate re- 
form or on the Drnmmond County rail- 
way deal; or on tho Manitoba school 
question? Has the question of the folly 
or wisdom of iinti-alien mining laws nny- 
thing to do with the tariff ? Is the ques- 
tion of rapid railway development in the 
province bound up with the proper way 
to administer the Yukon? As matters 
stand, could not nny member of the 
house have voted nay on the question of 
excluding Americans from placer mines 
if he thought the policy was short-sighted 
or wrong, without fear of hanishiiienl 
by the machine? Would he have dared 
to give effect to Ills conviction bad he 
been it member of tin nll-Oonservative or 
all-Liberal,, party which had introduced 
the hill? You' know well enough that 
he would become a political pariah so far 
ns his party was concerned if be ven- 
tured on any opposition, 

Wihy should a British Columbian vote 
for or ngninst A. 13. MePhillips been use 
his father voted for or against .Sir John 
A. Macdonald years ago in Ontnrio? If 
he should, then why should he not also 



enquire into the political pedigree of the 
alderman for bis ward and cast his vote 
accordingly? Why should he not spare 
himself any concern on the subject, and 
polish off ' the affair by saying: "Ob, 
Smith is a Tory and the other fellow is 
a <irif, settled": I'll vote for Smitfh " ? 
What difference does it make if Smith 
is a boodler and the other an honest 
man? Can't vote against Smith; Smith 
is a necessary part of the wooden hen 
which hatched out Mr. A. E. MePhillips 
into a full-fledged Tory representative. 
Is not this slate of tilings the very evil 
which all publicists so much deplore in 
the United States and the old provinces 
of Canada? Is not this the system that 
has given birth to Tammany rings and 
to their spasmodically applied antidotes 
in the shape of Lexow committees? 
Why should the people of this far-off 
province be ruled in all their affairs, 
both general and local, great and paltry, 
from Ottawa? Then suppose a Conser- 
vative government at James Ray and a 
Liberal government at Ottawa. With 
only six members in the Commons, what 
measure of justice could British Colum- 
bians ever hope to get from the federal 
government so long as the two govern- 
ments were necessarily antagonistic to 
and distrustful of each other? Would 
not this condition of affairs make it com- 
paratively easy for a rotten local govern- 
ment to maintain itself in power by 
creating false issues with the other gov- 
ernment ami by waving red flags about 
the injustice of the other, when, if the 
electors were not thus misled, it would 
bo .hurled from office for its own mis- 
deeds? 

No, Mr. MePhillips. Keep federal poli- 
ties in their proper place, and your local 
governments, your representatives and 
your aldermen must stand or fall on their 
own merits. What is wanted is not 
more federal politics intermixed with our 
local affairs, but less of thom; more 
independent and honest-minded men at 
James Bay and fewer hog-trough politi- 
cians tiicre; more thinkers and fewer 
elligies; more business and less balder- 
dash: and in politics generally more 
British and less Yankee methods. 

But you say you want a stable govern- 
ment. In other words, you want a 
government composed of ring men, who 
would have the strongest possible motive 
for not divulging each other's faults or 
misdemeanors, You would prefer to 
have our public men linked together by 
tile common guilt of conspirators, rn tiller 
than united only by honest intent, ready 
to differ and if need bo dissolve their 
connection rather than sanction devious 
and questionable practices of any of 
their number, Under your system the 
Doadmnn's Island episode would have 
bud no light shed upon it until after the 
installation of a new government; hap- 
pily under present conditions the people 
were put in possession of the facts at 
once. No. Let us have a clean govern- 
ment, and not a stable government, Mr. 
MePhillips. If you and those who think 
with you should happen to succeed dn 
landing your stablemen in ollleo, Iherc 
are those of us who will live long enough 
to help to clean the stables out, even 
though they be fouler than those of 
Augeus, and not all your rose-wnter 
pleading will avail to slein the tide. 

Hut enough. You have seen fit to join 
the would-be Krugerites in provincial 
affairs and make TJitlttndcrs of those of 
Us who supported you regardless of your 
views on federal mutters. Y'ou doubt- 
less remember the dismal end of the New 
Brunswick Krugerites; you doubtless 
believe that n just doom hangs over those 
of the Transvaal, and that they will bo 
blotted out of existence; why should 
your futo be different from theirs?

THE SMELTING INDUSTRY. 

C.P.R. Olfieials Confer With J. ,1. Hill 
in St. Paul. 

A conference was held a few days ago 
In St. Paul relating to the smelting indus- 
try in Southern Kootenay. The St. Paul 
Globe gives the following particulars of the 
meeting: 

"Representatives of the smelting and min- 
ing Interests of the Kootenay district held 
a conference yesterday all day In the office 
of the traffic manager of the Great North- 
ern, with representatives of that Hue and 
the Canadian Pnclfic for the purpose of dis- 
cussing and agreeing on ore and mining 
products, freight rates enstbound and west- 
hound from the shipping points tributary to 
the Kootenay valley . The Northern Pacific 
was not represented. Its receipts from this 
district, owing to the course of Its west 
ward line, are small and the road has been 
accustomed to turn over the task of rate 
making to Its I wo compeitors, abiding b} 
thr' result. The Canadian Pacific was re 
presented by General Freight Truffle Man 
ager Bosworth. Montreal; T. W. Peters 
general freight agent, Nelson, B.C., and W 
I. Machines, general freight agent at Win 
nlpcg. Tlie results of the conference were 
a common understanding on the rate ques- 
tion and valuable suggestions both to the 
railroads and the mining representatives. 
No decision lias yet been arrived at and the 
quesl ion laid before the Great Northern 
and Canadian Pacific will be taketi under 
advisement. Speaking of the conditions In 
the Kootenay district, a representative of 
the Canadian Pacific stated that at present 
the larger part of the ore shipments are 
routed via the line which he represents. 
The Great Northern owns the Spokane & 
Northern, which gathers n large amount of 
business and receives ore at other points, 
but owing to the fact that the majority ol 
the Western smelters handling Canadian 
and northern Idaho and Washington mint 
products, are located north of the boundary 
line, works nt Trail and Nelson, R, C 
handle the major part or the shipments, do 
prlving American roads of Immense ship- 
ments which they would receive If there 
were American smelters to cure for the 
ore. The oftlcinl was questioned concern- 
ing his road's attitude to the proposed es- 
tablishment of smelting works at Snokinc. 
and said: The Canadian Pacific will tight 
the project to the end. We don't want an- 
other smelter In American territory. The 
present works north of tbo line are able to 
handle all til" "re produced and are dolm- 
an Immense business. The snggestion of 
President Hill thnt a smelter be constructed 
at Spokane Is excellent from his point of 
view, and would, no d"iibt. b" of great ben- 
efit to Hie city. Franklv. the Canadian Pa- 
cific will not stand Idle If ntiv such attempt 
Is made to secure a larger part of til" ore 
shipments bv either the Great Northern 
or Northern' Pacific. It Is to our Interest 
to prevent the construction of works Inside 
of the terrltorv of Hie American roads, for 
thev would cut Into our business and cause 
trouble nil around up."

TITLES TO PLACER GROUND. 

Sir: Referring to the article taken 
from the Ashcroft Journal, and published 
in the Colonist of the 23rd of November, 
on the "Titles to Placer Ground," I 
was much pleased that the matter was 
brought forward. Tins question was 
opened up nt ii meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Mining Engineers two years ago 
at Vancouver, 'and a few notes from the 
report might be of interest. 

Although not n member of the Associa- 
tion of Mining Engineers I do not think 
I could express the opinion of that body 
better than quoting from Mr. A. Wil- 
liams', M.L.A., opening address to the 
association: 

"I think that the success of your as- 
sociation is synonymous with the mining 
interest in British Columbia. I expect 
to get a good deal of information here 
with you. I know of no body of men 
who can give a better impress to tli 
mining laws, or tbotter assist the gov- 
ernment in framing their policy in this 
industry. Many members of legislative 
bodies know very little or the require- 
ments of the mining engineer, and they 
are therefore placed at a very great 
disadvantage. The success of mining de- 
pends materially upon the experience and 
information of the mining engineer." 
* * « ] u , fcit that in framing laws the 
legislature should give very great weight 
to the suggestions of the mining engi- 
neer. * * * 

Mr. W. J. Waterman, speaking at the 
same meeting, says: "He thought it was 
unfair to allow a prospector on a mineral 
claim 51) acres, at $2.50 recording fee, 
and $100 worth of work, for live years, 
to secure a crown grunt, while a pros- 
pector on a placer claim lias to pay 
ffj for recording fee, $50 a year rent, 
and $1,000 a year expenditure on the 
claim on improvements, and still be till- 
able to get a crown grant for bis claim." 

Capt. O. N- Black, after speaking on 
the subject, introduced two resolutions 
to the following effect, which were passed 
unanimously: "That the Water, Mineral 
and Placer Acts should be codified in one 
volume and printed in a handy pocket 
edition, with a map showing the milling 
districts and Unit the legislature should 
be petitioned to introduce such amend- 
ments to the Placer Mining Acts as 
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Wednesday, Nov. 29, '99
